On his September visit, in addition 
to running along the lakefront and, 
like a true Chicagoan, eating “a bunch 
of food,” Estrada spent time with local 
running clubs with predominantly His- 
panic members. Running, Estrada said, 
seems to be gaining popularity in the 
Mexican-American community in par- 
ticular. Both Chicago groups he is famil- 
iar with, the Little Village-based Viento 
runners club and Pilsen’s Venados Run- 
ning Club, have loyal memberships. In 
California, Estrada said involvement in 
similar groups has ballooned recently 

Ismael Rubiano, a Mexican-Amer- 
ican runner who trains with a group 
composed mostly of other Mexican- 
Americans, said he’s also seen an uptick 
within the Chicago community 

“Every time {I run] I see more and 
more Hispanic runners,” he said. “It’s a 
contagious sport.” 

Rubiano won’t be running Sunday 
but he’ll be cheering on Estrada and his 
own friends facing the course. 

Eor Estrada, completing all 26.2 miles 
won’t just be away to bounce back from 
his disappointing performance in Eeb- 
ruary— it will mean moving one blister- 
footed step closer to his goal of running 
for the U.S. Olympic team and bringing 
his family’s story full circle. 

‘As a runner, it would just be a repre- 
sentation of my family’s life. Just {gain- 
ing} citizenship and coming here, going 
through the struggles and finally suc- 
ceeding,” Estrada said. “If I make the 
U.S. team, it will probably be up there in 
the top three best moments of my life.” 

Angry rhetoric about Mexican im- 
migration and talk of building a border 
wall in recent months hasn’t fazed Es- 
trada much. Though he experienced the 
temporary deportation of his mother at 
a young age, he said he never felt the 
fear others do. 

“It was just part of life, I guess,” he 
said. “But now that I’m older, it is a bit 
scary even though I don’t have to go 
through it.” 

Assuming everything goes well Sun- 
day Estrada has a carefully crafted 
schedule to gear up for the 2020 To- 
kyo Olympics. He’ll be listening more 
carefully to his body as it adjusts to the 
longer distance and hopefully will chal- 
lenge himself with another fall mara- 
thon next year. 

While he’s in Chicago, Estrada plans 
to take in more of the city’s fresh breeze. 

“Regardless of how I feel, even if I 
need a wheelchair, I want to go out and 
tour the town.”

In his 10 years as medical director of the Chi- 
cago Marathon, George Chiampas has seen 
plenty Even people running marathons in full 
mascot costumes. 

And while he says his job requires him to 
be worried for a race, common sense on the 
part of runners would give him some peace of 
mind. 

“If they haven’t prepared for that, then you 
shouldn’t be doing it,” said Chiampas, who 
also serves as a team physician for the Black- 
hawks. “Abu need to run the race the way you 
prepared. That would be my message. I don’t 
think I’ve seen people running along the lake 
in a chicken costume training for the mara- 
thon. So if you have that plan and it happens 
to be a warm day that may not be the best day 
to do that, so that would be my message.” 

Chiampas offered his insight and advice for 
anyone taking on the challenge Oct. 9 — or 
any day for that matter. 

Erom a scientific standpoint, 
three things are happening to 
your body when you run for 26.2 
miles. 

1. “Their body takes on 
significant mechanical load 
throughout their bones and 
their muscles. Pounding 
their feet across the pave- 
ment, all those forces 
through their knees, 
through their leg bones, 
etc.” 

2. “There’s an energy 
depletion from both a food 
and carbohydrates and pro- 
tein {standpoint}, and obviously 
from dehydration.” 

3. “There’s a buildup of heat and 




energy So you’re building energy and then 
you’re losing energy as far as eating-wise.” 

“I think what a runner is trying to do is 
balance energy lost, energy gained and trying 
to get through any of the pains and soreness 
from the mechanical forces.” 

Understand that there are 
factors heyond your control. 

“Eirst and foremost, we want them to recog- 
nize the type of day that it is. Abu can plan al- 
most everything leading up to your marathon 
except the race day You can’t predict the tem- 
peratures, you can’t predict the conditions. 
You can do almost everything else, how you’re 
going to eat, how you’re going to hydrate. You 
can put all those things in place. If it’s a day 
that’s outside your norm and outside your 
comfort level, then you need to run that way 

Listen to your hody. 

“While they’re running, if they feel 
something’s different from their train- 
ing runs— whether it be a pain that is 
unusual or persistent, if it’s any sort 
of chest pain or shortness of 
^ breath, if there’s any sensa- 

tion of heat illness, nausea, 
vomiting — they should prob- 
ably back off, slow their pace 
down and get checked by 
one of our medical profes- 
sionals along the course.” 


Life gets in the 
way, but you can 
still complete the 
marathon if you’re 
smart about it. 

“If you’re someone who hasn’t put in the 
training, for various reasons, whether it be 


life changes or life responsibilities, you just 
had a baby just got married or have a new job, 
we know these things happen. Understand 
the commitment that you put into your train- 
ing and run that kind of race. Whether you 
have to walk more or stop a little bit, we ob- 
viously want everyone to complete the race, 
but complete it safely So those runners need 
to take a little bit of a more cautious approach 
and a more realistic approach that is in line 
with their training.” 

Pat yourself on the back ... 

“You need to celebrate your accomplishment. 
Everyone talks about getting nutrition in you 
and all that, but I think first and foremost you 
have to celebrate what you just accomplished. 
It’s not an easy task to put in aU these months 
of training and to complete 26.2 miles. Eind 
your loved ones, find that place that allows 
you to celebrate what you just accomplished, 
whatever that may be.” 

... then work on recovering. 

‘And then obviously you’ve got to start taking 
care of your body again so you can move for- 
ward with the next event or the next phase of 
your life. Start replenishing some of those en- 
ergy losses, startingwith protein, all the muscle 
breakdown that you’ve just incurred. You want 
to start building those muscles back. You want 
to start replenishing your fluid intake both 
from an electrolyte as well as water content, 
and then you want to start thinking about ways 
you can physically recover, whether it be ice 
tubs, foam rollers, a massage the day after. 

“Having a plan post-event is as criticial. 
You’ve been on a clock, on a schedule. Take 
the recovery week and put some of those 
things in there.”

Everything you need to know to run or watch

THE COURSE 

Start times: Wheelchair race begins at 
7:20 a.m. Handcycle start at 7:22 a.m. Athletes 
with disabilities start at 7:23 a.m. Two waves of 
runners start at 7:30 a.m. and 8 a.m. 

Duration: The course is open for 6 hours, 

30 minutes. Registrants must be capable of 
completing the full distance, start line to fin- 
ish line, within this time requirement (approxi- 
mately 15 minutes per mile). Participant net 
times greater than the event time requirement 
will not be recognized as official. 

FOR RUNNERS 

Tracking: Runners can sign up to track live re- 
sults. Or, download the official mobile app. 

Security: As in years past, only participants 
displaying their event-issued bib numbers, 
event staff with proper credentials and ticketed 
guests will have access to the race start and fin- 
ish areas in Grant Park. Marathon participants 


are asked to use the transparent bags they will 
receive from the pre-race expo at McCormick 
Place to expedite the security screening pro- 
cess. Runners are required to register with a 
government-issued photo identification. The 
event website has information on the event 
alert system that all participants should read. 

FOR SPECTATORS 

Starting line: Spectators will not be able to es- 
cort runners to the start line or greet runners at 
the finish line. The closest viewing area to the 
start is on Grand Avenue, between Columbus 
Drive and State Street, or anywhere along State 
Street, between Grand and Jackson Boulevard. 

Throughout the course: A list of suggested 
spectator viewing areas-including mile mark- 
ers and CTA train lines-is available on the 
race’s official website. Check out RedEye’s map 
of the route-and suggestions of where to eat 
along the way- on Pages 14-15 . 

Finish iine: To view runners closest to the fin- 
ish of the race, go to the Bank of America Cheer 
Zone at Michigan Avenue and Roosevelt Road. 
After the race, spectators should plan to meet 


runners at the runner reunite area in Butler 
Field, located north of Jackson Drive, between 
Columbus and Lake Shore drives. 

Watch on TV: NBC-Ch. 5 will broadcast live 
from 7-11 a.m. and live stream at nbcchicago 
.com from 7 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

Listen: WSCR-AM 670 (The Score) from 6-10 a.m. 

Post-race party: Spectators can also go to 
Grant Park’s Butler Field after 9 a.m. to reunite 
with runners at the “27th Mile Post-Race Party.’’ 
Access to this area will require going through a 
bag screening at a security checkpoint outside.

Road closures: Roads on the course close at 

7 a.m. and begin opening at 9 a.m. as the race 

progresses. The final road opens at 4:30 p.m. 

Additionally, there is no parking along the 

racecourse.

marathon spectators.

Uneven, but powerful 
and jarringly familiar 


“The Birth of a Na- 
tion” is a slavery mov- 
ie for 2016, meaning 
that it is complicated. 
The release has been 
marred by rape allega- 
tions made 17 years 
ago against director/ 
co-writer/star Nate 
Parker and co-writer 
Jean Celestin. The 
film itself is powerful, 
uneven, angry— its 
message is undercut by its own inconsisten- 
cies, but the actual message is so powerful that 
it almost doesn’t matter. Almost. 

The script begins in 1809 and follows 
the life of Nat Turner (Parker) through his 
failed rebellion in 1831. Nat’s specialness 
is recognized by everyone, from his fellow 
slaves to his master’s wife, who brings him 
into the house to learn how to read. Merci- 
fully we’re never supposed to feel grateful for 
white kindness in “The Birth of a Nation,” 
because even the kind acts are backhanded 
by remarks like, “These books are for white 
people— they’re full of things your kind 
could never understand.” Nat’s childhood 
friend Sam grows up to be his alcoholic 
master (Armie Hammer), and though other 


slave owners in the area are far more vile, 
Sam’s insistence on looking the other way is 
disgusting enough. 

Woven throughout “The Birth of a Na- 
tion” is a familiarity that’s jarring. Nat gets 
beaten and accused of assault for simply talk- 
ing to a white woman. Slave catchers want to 
kill his father for back-talking. The same men 
rape Nat’s wife just because they can. The 
logic of “be good and submissive and nothing 
bad will happen to you” doesn’t follow— this 
was almost 200 years ago, but recognizable 
elements prickle. 

Parker’s direction moves between gor- 
geous and conventional, like he has ideas for 
beautiful shots but then settles for workman- 
like when he doesn’t. Nat’s character is even 
more inconsistent; for most of the movie, 
he is steady with a growing sense of sadness. 
Almost overnight, he explodes with rage that 
is never properly built into his character, and 
everyone in his life is conveniently on board. 
Parker lays into the Christian imagery for his 
preacher protagonist, a connection that falls 
apart if you examine it too carefully 

“The Birth of a Nation” is a moving, angry 
film that directly ties history to the current 
atmosphere of the country With a little more 
focus, it could have harnessed its blind burst 
of rage.

Emily Blunt In ‘The Girl on the Train’ 


Empty and disappointing 


A buzzy movie based 
on a book, a vs^oman 
gone missing, per- 
spective changes and 
a dark tsvist? Though 
“The Girl on the 
Train” author Paula 
Ha^vkins may reject comparisons between 
her novel and “Gone Girl,” the similarities are 
hard to ignore. Unfortunately for “Girl on the 
Train,” the comparisons only serve to high- 
light how uninteresting it is. “Gone Girl” was 
about a disappearance but ultimately explored 
the complex psychology of a marriage. This 
movie is just a faux-prestigious, underwhelm- 
ing murder mystery I’ve seen less obvious 
episodes of “Law and Order: SVU.” 

What happens? 

Rachel (Emily Blunt) is an alcoholic whose 
husband Tom (Justin Theroux) left her a few 
years ago for another woman, Anna (Rebecca 
Ferguson). The new couple and their baby live 
in Rachel’s old house, dovm the street from 
Megan (Haley Bennett) and Scott Hipwell 
(Luke Evans). Every day Rachel rides the 
train by their houses and obsesses about her 
failed marriage and Megan’s seemingly perfect 
life. One day Megan disappears, and because 
Rachel blacked out and can’t remember part 
of the night, she becomes a suspect in the case. 

What’s good? 

Blunt surrenders herself to Rachel’s 


addiction and despair, never shying away 
from embracing the ugliness of her character. 
The movie opens with her voiceover clearly 
narrating Rachel’s day on the train, and the 
contrast when the character actually opens 
her mouth and slurs her words is startling. 
The film does a good job revealing the details 
little by little in the beginning, uncovering 
the full scope of its web of characters. 

“The Girl on the Train” makes you curious 
but then squanders that curiosity, never 
converting it into genuine interest, let alone 
investment. 

What’S bad? 

The idea of this movie is good, but almost all 
of its execution fails that idea. Choices are 
inconsistent and nonsensical. For instance, 
director Tate Taylor sometimes uses a 
lurching slow-motion effect, conceivably 
to convey Rachel’s inebriation. But later in 
the film, he uses the same technique in a 
scene without Rachel, as if it will heighten 
the dramatic thrill (it doesn’t). Characters 
are unbelievable and dialogue is flat— in a 
story with unthinkable tragedy, nothing 
carries weight or feels true to life. The twist 
is obvious and aggressively boring, which is 
not what you want from your psychological 
thrillers. 

Final verdict 

“The Girl on the Train” hits every beat you’d 
expect until you realize it has nothing to say
